Claims 1 to 21 

Document 1 (page 1, lower left column, lines 5 to 
16) discloses a method and a device for recording the 
waveform of an electrocardiogram, characterized in that a 
calculated waveform is determined by measuring for a 
specified length of time the electrocardiogram waveforms 
for each lead site input by an electrocardiograph and 
performing a calculation, then comparing the calculated 
value for the calculated waveform with Minnesota Code 
standard values, and displaying the deviation in different 
colors on an electrocardiogram. In particular, document 1 
can be said to disclose an electrocardiogram chart 
information-generating device that displays attribute 
amounts obtained from electrocardiogram data in a manner 
indicating which attribute amount corresponds to which 
part of the heart. Further, because it displays attribute 
amounts on a diagram of the heart, the invention disclosed 
in document 1 can also be said to display data together 
with a heart image. 

Moreover, document 1 (page 6, upper right column, 
lines 1 to 10) also discloses a feature wherein, when an 
attribute amount falls within a range of abnormal values. 
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the method for displaying the attribute amounts is 
changed. 

Therefore, the inventions described in claims 1 to 
21 are disclosed in document 1, and thus, are not novel. 
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
